Mr.  WALTON'  moved  to  strike  out  the 
1st  resolution. 

Some  discussion  ensued  on  this  motion. 
Messrs.  WHITAKER  and  RUST  opposed 
the  motion  to  strike  out ;  Mr.  WALTON  ad- 
vocated it. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  was  then  rejected. 
Messrs.  JOHNSON  and  WALKER  oppos- 
ed the  resolutions  briefly.

SEiuors  Fbacas — Man  Stabbed. — On  Mon- 
day afternoon  last,  two  men,  named  Wm. 
Collins  and  Jack  Thomas,  got  into  an  alter- 
cation about  politics,  in  Baikerstown,  a  few 
miles  from  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad, 
and  six  or  seven  miles  from  Covington,  when 
Thomas  drew  from  his  pocket  a  dirk  knife 
and  stabbed  Collins  severely  in  the  neck.

FuAtfKroBT,  Friday,  Meroh  29. 
Lart  Ar.dtrton,  Esq.,  Cincinnati  : 

I  observe  that  one  of  your  rospectable  newspa-  ; 
pors  in  Cincinnati  has  misstated  my  motives,  and 
my  courso  in  relation  to  the.  resolution  which  I 
submitted  on  the  13th  of  December  last  to  the 
Son  a  to  of  the  United  States.    It  represents  me 
as  having  "repudiated"  thorn,  and  as  having  been  1 
"disgusted"  with  them,  after,  by  an  amendment,  j 
they  had  been  made  to  embraco  all  territory  herc- 
jftor acquired  by  the  United  States,  as  well  as  that 
which  they  now  possessed.    A  simple  statement  > 
will  correct  theso  errors. 

Those  resolutions  were  proposed  in  tho  pure  ! 
spirit  of  compromise,  and  with  tho  hopo  of  pre-  ' 
serving  or  restoring  to  tho  country  peace  and  ' 
union.    They  were  tho  result  of  tho  joint  labors  j 
of,  and  consultations  with,  friends  having  tho 
sauio  object  in  view,  and  I  believe  if  those  meas- 
ures thus  offered  had  been,  at  a  suitablo  time, 
promptly  adopted  by  the  Congress  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  it  would  have  checked  tho  progress 
of  tho  rebellion  and  revolution,  and  saved  the 
Union. 

For  myself,  I  had  no  objection  to  including  in 
their  scope  all  after  acquired  territory,  became 
that  made  a  final  ttttUmtnt  of  the  dittractiny  quet- 
tion  of  tlavery  in  all  time  to  come,  and  because  I 
hoped  that  such  a  provision,  by  prohibiting  slave- 
ry in  all  alter  acquired  territory  north  of  the  line 
of  3(1  deg.  30  m.  of  north  latitude,  and  allowing 
it  in  all  south  of  thai  line,  would  have  the  effect 
of  preventing  any  further  acquisition  of  territory, 
as  the  northern  States  would  be  unwilling  to  make 
auy  southern  acquisitions  on  which  slavery  was 
to  be  allowed,  and  the  southern  States  would  not 
be  inclined  to  increase  the  preponderance  of  the 
North  by  northern  acquisitions.  And  thus  I 
hoped  that  the  provisions  respecting  future  terri- 
tory would  prevent  any  lurther  acquisitions  of  it. 
Our  troubles  had  arisen  from  acquisitions  of  terri- 
tory,and  I  did  not  desire  that  auy  more  should  be 
made. 

These  were  my  reasons  for  submitting  tho  prop- 
osition in  relation  to  future-acquired  territory. 
But  my  great  object  was  compromise — compromise 
on  terms  tatit/actory ,  at  Jar  at  pottibU,  to  all 
parties  and  all  sections;  and  when  I  found  that 
thia  provision  in  my  resolutions  was  much  and 
particularly  objected  to,  and  might  prove  an  ob- 
stacle to  their  adoption,  I  determined,  iu  my 
anxiety  for  a  compromise,  that  I  would  not  in- 
sist upon,  but  would  cousent  to  have  it  stricken 
out. 

To  accomplish  the  great  object  I  had  in  view, 
the  peace  and  union  of  the  country,  I  would, 
rather  thau  have  witnessed  their  total  failure, 
have  yielded  to  any  modification  of  my  resolu- 
tions that  would  not,  in  ray  judgment,  have  de- 
stroyed their  essential  character  and  their  pacily- 
ing  effect.  Indeed  I  intended,  if  thu  opportunity 
hud  been  afforded  me,  of  making  sevoral  amend- 
meuts  in  the  phrateoloijy  of  those  resolutions,  in 
order  to  render  their  lauguago  as  little  offensive  as 
possible. 

I  wished  to  see  reconciliation  and  union  estab- 
lished. It  was  of  no  importance  by  whose  reso- 
lutions or  by  whoso  measuros  it  was  brought  about, 
so  that  the  great  end  was  accomplished. 

It  was  iu  that  spirit  that  wheu  the  Peace  Con- 
ference or  Convention,  that  met  at  Washington 
on  the  invitation  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  made 
a  report  to  Congress  of  the  resolutions  or  meas- 
ures recommended  by  them  for  tho  restoration  of 
peace  and  uuion,  I  at  once  determined  to  support 
their  measures,  rather  than  those  I  had  before  pro- 
posed. I  did  this,  not  only  because  their  propo- 
sitions contained,  as  I  thought,  the  substance  of 
my  own,  but  because  they  came  with  tho  high 
sanction  of  tho  Convention  of  twenty-one  States, 
and  would,  thorefore,  be  more  likely  to  be  accept- 
able to  Congress  and  tho  country.  Besides  that, 
felt  myself  somewhat  bound  to  act  with  this 
deference  to  a  convention  so  distinguished.  I 
had  ascertained,  to  my  satisfaction,  that  the  reso- 
lutions I  had  offered  would  not  be  adoptod  in  the 
Senate. 

From  tins  hastily  written  statement  you  will 
discover  the  motives  of  my  conduct  in  all  the 
above-recited  transactions,  and  that  I  did  not  to 
act,  either  because  I  was  "disgusted"  with  or  had 
evor  "repudiated"  tho  resolutions  whisil  I  submit- 
ted to  the  Senate.

Fugitive  Slave  Remanded— A  colored 
man  named  George  Lee  was  arrested  at 
the  Southgate  House  by  U.  S.  Marshal  Sif- 
ford,  yesterday,  on  the  charge  of  being  an 
escaped  slave  from  Clarksburg,  Virginia. 
He  was  taken  without  opposition  before 
Commissioner  Newhall,  and  on  the  testimo- 
ny of  Mr.  Bartlett,  of  Covington,  and  two 
sons  of  the  claimant,  he  was  remanded  to 
slavery.  It  appears  from  the  testimony  that 
George  Lee  was  hired  by  his  master,  David 
Morrison,  who  resides  near  Clarksburg.  Vir- 
ginia, to  a  relative  in  St.  Louis,  about  two 
years  ago.  From  thence  he  escaped  soon 
after,  and  made  his  way  to  this  city,  where 
lie  obtained  employment  as  porter  at  the  ho 
tel  named  above.  Lee  is  about  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  intelligent  and  active,  though 
somewhat  lame.  He  was  lodged  in  the 
Covington  jail  last  evening,  and  will  be  ta 
ken  back  to  Clarksburg  to-day.
